the 1931 crop. N either the St. Louis 
office not the Memphis, Tenn., district 
uprevisor were able to raise the m ax­ 
imum to a figure 
more 
in keeping 
with farm 
practices 
in some 
seven 
Southeast Missouri Counties. 
In a final effort to secure this 
all- 
im portant bit of assistance, telegram s 
from prominent politicians, business 
men, bankers and farm ers in the en­ 
tire district w’ere forwarded to A rthur 
Hyde, Secretary of 
A griculture 
in 
W ashington. 
A few hours later tele­ 
gram s were received by these 
same 
leaders saying th at Southeast Mis­ 
souri farm ers would receive the m ax­ 
imum of $2000 instead 
of 
$000 to 
make the 1931 crop. 
It will be remembered th at 
Con­ 
gress on December 20, 1930 approved 
joint resolution, entitled: 
“Joinc 
resolution for the relief of farm ers 
in the drouth and, or storm stricken 
areas of the United S tates appropri­ 
ating for this 
purpose 
$45,006,000. 
A first lien on all crops growing or 
to be planted and grown during the 
year 1931 shall, in the discretion 
of 
the 
S e c rta ry 
of 
A griculture, 
be 
deemed sufficient security for 
such 
loan, advance, or sale.” 
Those interested in this farm loan 
proposition are asked to refer to an­ 
other page of this issue of The Stand­ 
ard for details of the 
plan. 
The 
Standard is the first newspaper 
in 


Southeast Missouir to publish 
this 
bulletin setting forth in detail 
the 
working of the plan. 
Brifly the machinery 
for

loans is this: 
A central County com­ 
mittee of three is appointed. 
This 
Committee and the County Agent a p ­ 
point local committees which func­ 
tion in each locality. 
The local com­

loan. A fter the various forms, vouch­ 
ers, notes and other details have been 
worked out between the local com­ 
m ittee and the farm er, the forms are 
sent to the C entral Committee for ap ­ 
proval.

The loan 
has as security a crop lien only. Th* 
borrower agrees to repay the amount 
of the loan w ith interest at 5 per cent 
on or before November 30, 1931. 
H igh points in the loan agreement* 
No loan for seed, fertilizer, feed or 
fuel and oil in 1931 will be made 
to 
any applicant 
in 
excess 
of $2000. 
Loans for seed will be based on ap­ 
proxim ate cost of seed per acre, but 
not in excess of an average cost of $2 
per acre for corn, cotton, oats 
and 
grain sorghums, $16 per 
acre 
for 
truck crops (including potatoes 
and 
sweet potatoes) and $6 per acre fcr 
other crops. 
The right is reserved to make loans 
at rates lower 
than 
the 
foregoing 
maximum 
allowances. 
Loans 
for 


feed will be based on the number of 
anim als required to cultivate the acre­ 
age shown by the borrower and the 
period for which feed is 
required. 
Applicants m ust agree to use seed 
and methods approved by the D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture, through its lo­ 
cal representatives. 
No loan will be made to any appli­ 
cant who has a means of 
livelihood 
other than fanning, nor to a minor. 
The total of loans to the tenants of 
any one landlord in any one county 
shall not exceed the aggregate sum 
of $600 (amended to read $2000 
for 
Southeast Missouri Counties). 
Each borrower must agree to plant 
a garden for home use and a suffici­ 
ent acreage of feed crops to produce 
feed for hia livestock. 
The amended 
appropriation 
for 
Missouri farm ers brings to a close an 
intensive and dram atic effort on the 
p art of Frank W. Van Horne 
and 
other interested farm ers in Sikeston 
The Memphis and St. Louis 
district 
representativesof the Department of 
A griculture 
insisted 
that 
nothing 
could be done to relieve the local sit­ 
uation. 
Six hundred dollars is obvi­ 
ously inadequate to farm Southeast 
Missouri lands. 
Telegram s 
were 
showered 
upon 
A rthur M. Hyde, Secretary of A gri­ 
culture, pleading for a revision 
of 
the $600 limit. 
It was conclusively 
shown that Southeast Missouri 
was 
hard hit by the drouth; that farm ers 
here should be included in the A rkan­ 
sas system of farm ing, and 
finally 
that they should be entitled to

same consideration accorded 
Arkan 
sas and other southern States.

«sued and when Stanford Johnson re­ 
turned to the home of his father re ­ 
cently, the w arrant was served. 
He 
had been away for several weeks.

age, 
they decided, it was learned, to 
get 
revenge on his son. 
When Eldridge 
made threatening rem arks and sta rt­ 
ed around behind the counter in the 
filling station, Buster Roy picked up a 
pistol and fired one shot.

What to do with large trees killed 
by the drought is a question naked by 
many farmers who own woodlands. If 
the timber can be salvaged economi- 
| cally, the Forest Service, United Stat­ 
es Department of Agriculture, advis- 
' es cutting it now. 
If a market can 
not be found for this material, it 
is 
better to cut it for future use on the 
farm than to let it go to waste in the 
woods. Many mature trees have suc­ 
cumbed in some of the drought-strick­ 
en sections, and if they can be used 
now it is better to cut them before 
they begin to decay. Trees contain­ 
ing saw logs may be good for lumber, 
and crooked or diseased trees can be 
used to augment the fuel-wood sup­ 
ply. 
"There is always on every farm a 
need for construction and repair ma­ 
terials", the extension 
forester 
of 
Virginia points out, "and here is a 
chance to salvage those dead 
trees 
and at the same time provide a sup­ 
ply of repair material for years to 
i come. There are many sawmill oper- 


Questions on how to prepare 
the 
less tender and consequently less ex­ 
pensive cuts of beef in a satisfactory 
way are constantly received by the 
Bureau of Home Economics of 
the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
"Put the meat through a grinder", 
says the bureau. 
"Then you simply have hamburg­ 
er”, is the natural retort. 
But the bureau suggests a number 
of other ways of using ground meat, 
although at the same time it includes 
in its beef leaflet a recipe for a de 
luxe edition of the familiar hamburg­ 
er. 
Beef loaf, both hot and cold, ground 
meat broiled on toast, and meat stuff­ 
ing for green peppers and other veg­ 
etables are some of the possibilities 
after the meat lias been ground with 
a medium knife. 
The lower round, 
the fore part of the chuck, lean sec­ 
tions of the brisket, and other well- 
flavored small pieces of lean beef are 
good cuts for the purpose. These are 
more economical than upper round for 
grinding. 
The needed fat is easily 
supplied by suet, salt pork, or bacon, 
and should be ground with the lean. 
Another advantage in using the less 
tender cuts as ground meat is that 
one may buy exactly the quantity de­ 
sired. 
A dealer will cut off half a 
pound or 3 pounds and put it through 
his electric grinding machine. The 
customer buys solid meat 
with 
no 
waste. The housewife can tell to n 
nicety how many people it will serve. 
If she prefers she can tak? the meat 
home and grind it herself. This 
is 
always advisable if the meat must be 
kept for a day. Grind it just befor 
it is wanted. 
Beef loaf is equaly good hot or cold. 
As sandwich meat for lunches, it 
h 
especially good. 
There are several 


points about making a good meat loaf, 
says the bureau: 
Start with weti- 
flavored, uncooked meat from a leas 
tender cut. To give richness, add a 
generous quantity of 
mild-flavored 
salt pork or beef suet—preferably the 
former. To give savor, there should 
be onion, celery and parsley, chopped 
fine, and cooked in the pork drippings. 
A thick white sauce for binder is bet- 
ten than egg. 
Add tine dry bread 
crumbs to keep the meat from pack­ 
ing to solidly. 
Mix the 
ingredients 
thoroughly 
with the hands and mold into a loaf 
on a piece of heavy paper. 
Slip the 
loaT. paper and all, on a rack in an 
open roasting pan, and cook it in 
a 
moderate oven. 
Do not add water 
and do not cover. The meat 
should 
become well browned and retain 
its 
juiciness. 
Basting 
is 
unnecessary. 
This method of molding a beef loaf 
is better than putting the meat into 
loaf tin where it cannot brown on 
all sides.
